Girl Pupil Had Been Reprimanded and | 


Reported to Her Parents That She 
Had Been Kicked and 
Abused. 


SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, March 8.— 
A serious riot occurred here yesterday. At 
6 o'clock in the evening five artillerymen 
and a corporal of artillery, named Hiscock, 
left post without orders, and 
charged the plaza into a street in 
which a mob of people had assembled. The 
eo'diers fired a volley into the air, dispersed 
the mob and rescued School Superintendent 
Armstrong, who was besieged by the mob 
in a house situated about a block from 
the clty center. 

For hours previous to the rescue of Sup- 
erintendent Armstrong the city had been 
overrun by a riotous crowd of probably 1500 
who shouted “Down with the 
and other similar cries. 

The excitement originated in a trivial 
Bschool incident involving Superintendent 
Armstrong and illustrating the excitable na- 


ture of the Porto Ricans. The superintend- 
ent reprimanded a girl 10 years of age for 
Gisobedience and forcibly, but harmlessly, 
marched her to the front from the rear of 
the school room. Her dress caught in a 
desk and was torn and the girl reported to 
er mother that she had been kicked and 
abused. 

This excited the girl's mother and sensa- 
tional stories were circulated with the re- 
Bult that when the school children were 
dismissed a number of boys gathered to- 
Rether and paraded the streets. They were 
joined by many loafers and fullgrown men, 
and it became necessary for the police to 
escort Superintendent Armstrong trom the 
the schoolhouse to his home. 

The superintendent and policemen were 
stoned as they passed through the streets, 
and, as the crowd constantly increased in 
fize, the Americans sought refuge in the 
Intendencia building. A number of persons 
from the crowd succeeded in entering-the 
building, but were ejected by employes and 
others, 

By 6 o'clock affairs had assumed such a 
threatening aspect that Gov. Allen ordered 
the mayor to disperse the mob, notifying’ 
him that he should ask for government 
assistance if he was in need of it. The 
mayor, however, paid no attention to the 
governors notification, although the city 
police were powerless, not being in any way 
respected by the rioters, whom they did 
not attempt to disperse. 

At 5:30 p. m. the offices were closed, and 
Mariin C. Brumbach, the commissioner of 
education of Porto Rico, asked for police 
protection of his office and hotel. 

A treasury clerk. who was one of the 
men who ejected the rioters from the In- 
tendencia, was attacked, stoned and dis- 
armed by a mob. 

The insular police, who have no jurisdic- 
tion in the city. except in cases of emer- 
gency and at the call of the mayor and 
governor, were not called upon until 6 
o clock, At that time the artillerymen, pre- 
viously referred to, took the initiative with- 
out orders and dispersed the gathering. 

In the meantime, the city police had fired 
about 1 ehots, mosily in the air. for there 
Were no casualties, 

Several other Americans, besides the 
treasury clerk, were stoned from roofs and 
baleontes.

“These rays make it possible to tell gen- 
uine diamonds from artificial ones in the

“The experiments have also resulted in 
obtainin for the first time, larger gquanti- 
tles of the new element, which has demon- 
strated that rays emanating from a larger | 
quantity make the air such a conductor of | 
electricity that it is hoped this property | 
can be used in wireless telegraphy Deep- | 
est secrecy is maintained concerning them. |

Indicate that the discovery is regarded as 
one of great importance." 


NIKOLA TESLA IS DUBIOUS. 


He Talks Learnedly of the New Ele- 
ment Found by Germans. 

NEW YORK, March 8&.—Discussing the 
discoyery in Berlin of the Becquerel ray, | 
reported to the state department at Wash- 
ington by the United States consul at Ber- 
lin, Prof: Nikola Tesla says: 

“IT am aware ofr the Becquerel 
and also of the discoveries of Currie, with 
respect to the properties of uranium and 
polonium. These discoverers, in presenting | 
their results at that time, conjectured that) 
some other element might be responsible | 
for the phenomenon observed. 

“I do not believe that this discovery will 
be useful in wireless telecraphy. Asa mai- 
ter of fact, | think that telegraphy, with 
rays in general, is of little practical value. | 
The Hertzian telegraphy will soon be aban 
doned, as experiments have shown it to be 
to short distances, and that for 
other reasons it is incapable of any valua- 
ble application for practical commercial

“In my papers. on the Lennard and Roent- 
gen rays, which were published in the 
Electrical Review two years ago, I ad- 
vanced a theory which is now beginning to 
be appreciated by scientific men 5 contend- 
ed that all sources of radiant energy, in- 
cluding the sun and bodies at an apprecia- 
bly high temperature, throw off minute 
particles of matter.

tion. 

Mr. Gibson was born in New 
1830, and was educated at Bowdoin 
college, graduating in the class of 1851. He 
located at Minneapolis in 1854, building the 
first flouring mill in that city. He also op- 
erated the North Star woolen milks of that 
city. He came to Montana in 1879, locating 
at Ft. Benton in the stock business. In 
1882 he became interested in the possibilities 
of the water power that could be developed 
by the falls of the Missouri river at the site 
of the present city of Great Falls, of which 
he is called the father. He laid his plans 
and hopes before James J. Hill, who joined 
him in the enterprise, and the result was 
the growth of a city of 12,000 on the prairies 
by the side of the vast water power. 

Mr. Gibson was a member of the state 
convention and of the first 
senate of the state legislature. He has al- 
ways been a strong Democrat.
